American Arborvite

American Arborvite. Also called White Cedar. Excellent for 
hedges and windbreaks. Dark green foliage. Easily pruned. 
Moist soil. Mature height 40 to 60 ft. 

Balsam Fir. Symmetrical, fragrant. Flat, blue-green needles. 
Prefers medium to heavy soil, thrives in shade. Mature height 
about 50 ft. 

Douglas Fir. Soft dark green to gray-blue needles. Rapid 
grower. Medium soil. Mature height about 7o ft. 

Fraser Fir. Shining dark green foliage with white bands under- 
neath. Grows in medium to moist soil. Mature height about 
7o ft.

When Your Trees Arrive 


When your trees arrive get them from the express 
company or post office immediately. Plant them just 
as soon as you receive them if possible. If you cannot 
plant them at once, place them in a cool cellar. Cover 
the roots with damp earth or leave them wrapped in 
the sphagnum moss with which they are shipped. If 
left wrapped in the moss, both the moss and the roots 
should be moistened but not drenched. Do not allow 
the roots to become dry at any time as this is fatal to 
an evergreen tree. 


How ta Plant Your nec - 


Dig holes for your trees wide enough so that the 
roots may be well spread out. Be sure to make the 
sides of the holes straight up and down. Place tree in 
hole and spread roots out well. Pour a little water in 
the hole, then pack dirt 
firmly around roots. Con- 
tinue filling hole with dirt, 
packing firmly, to about 1 
inch from the top. Tramp 
this down solidly to pre- 
vent air from getting down 





yore to the roots. Fill the rest 
es = of the hole with loose dirt,

Where ta Plant 


Each variety of Evergreen requires certain kinds of 
soil (and sometimes certain conditions of sun or shade) 
for hardy growth. Be sure to give ey trees the right 
conditions, as follows: 

American Arborvitae. Prefers moist soil. 

Red Cedar. Needs good soil. 

Balsam Fir. Prefers medium to heavy soil, thrives 
in shade. 

Concolor Fir. Needs moist soil. 

Douglas Fir. Grows well in medium soil. 
Canadian Hemlock. Needs moist soil, prefers 
shade but will live in sunlight. 

European Larch. Prefers moist soil. 

Austrian Pine. Needs a rich, light loam with a 
well-drained sub-soil. 

* Jack Pine. Grows in any soil, even barren sand. 
Mugho Pine. Hardy everywhere except in moist soil. 
Red Pine. Thrives in dry soil, needs sunlight. 

*Scotch Pine. Will grow in poor soil. 

White Pine. Prefers light sandy soil. 
Black Hill Spruce. Needs medium wet soil. 

*Colorado Blue Spruce. Grows in any soil, prefers 
sunlight. 

Engelmann Spruce. Needs good moist soil. 
Norway Spruce, Red Spruce, White Spruce. 
All prefer heavy soil and will grow in partial shade. 

*(Of course, trees which will grow in poor soil will 

grow also in good soil.) 


If you are planting your trees in your garden to let 
them grow a few years before placing them in their 
permanent locations, plant them about a foot apart. 
In two years, if you are not ready to place them per- 
manently, be sure to transplant them, spacing them 


two feet apart. Planting for a hedge: if planting for a 
hedge 6 ft. or less in height, evergreen trees should be 
planted 2 to 24% feet apart in a single row. Planting 
for a windbreak: if planting a single row windbreak, 
space the trees 6 feet apart. For a double row wind- 
break space your trees 8 ft. apart and the rows 8 ft. 
apart, but alternate the trees in the two rows so that 
they are not opposite each other. 


Care After Planting 


The roots of your trees are pruned here in the nurs- 
ery before being sent to you. As they grow you may 
wish to prune the tops to control the growth or shape. 
Such pruning can be done at any time of the year. In 
pruning be sure to use sharp tools. Make all cuts clean 
and.sharp. In removing branches leave no stub ends. 

The use of fertilizer will make growth more rapid. 
However, for ornamental trees this is usually not desir- 
able, since the faster growth makes the branches grow 
too far apart, and thus detracts from the appearance 
of the trees. . 

Trees planted carefully, in the proper soil, will 
usually require very little care except that the weeds 
and grass should not be allowed to grow up around 
them and choke them out. Occasionally as they increase 
in size the tips of some of the branches will need to 
be pruned to improve the shape. In times of extreme 
drought, it may be necessary to give the trees a little 
water.
